While at the moment the align- 
ment of parties to both of these is- 
sues cannot be foretold, it is widely 


believed that Dr. Schacht's dramatic 
resignation may spur the German pco- 
ple to induce all parties at least to 
give the Young plan and the Polish 


| dominating role in 


,agreement a final and fearful once- 
over, 

For, after all, Dr. Schacht, in giv- 
ie his reasons for resignation, only 
reiterated the opinion that has been 
heard many times in Germany since 
the last Hague conference—that the 
present version of the Young plan is 
a mere distortion of the original plan. 

In Wilhelmstrasse circles it was be- 
lieved that the resignation would not 
affect the vote on the Young plan, 
but political leaders agreed that it 
came at an embarrassing moment. 
They did not blame Dr. Schacht, how- 
ever, but rather the slowness of par- 
liamentary procedure. 

Under the schedule the second read- 
ing of the Young plan should have 
taken place yesterday and Dr. Schacht 
had agreed to withhold the announce- 
ment of his resignation until after a 
vote had been taken. But he decided 
today to hold off no longer. 

As it is widely tates that Dr. 
Schacht is one of the outstanding 
men in Germany, his_ resignation 
created a feeling of country-wide 
stupefaction. The boerse first react- 
ed with a panicky movement but the 
majority of shares soon rallied.

bt paid tribute to the conscientious- 
- of the man who was ready to 
renounce personal interests, dropping 
his position as president of the 
reichsbank at a_ salary -of 380,000 
marks a year until 1932, for what he 
believes—rightly or ‘wrongly—the 
country’s benefit.

THE SUGAR-TAX GRAFT. 

Those senators who have voted to 
levy an extra and class subsidy tax 
upon the sugar bowls of the peo- 
ple are men of daring and defiant 
spirits. If they have memories that 
go back to the final decade of the 
last century they have strangely 
ignored the lessons of that era. 


Sugar is one of the prime essen- 
tials of daily life and upon the in- 


cidents of its production, distribu- | 


tion and use is one commodity 
upon which the tax levy should be 
the lowest compatible with the most 
absolute revenue necessities of the 


government. 


At the present time there fs 
small need for a large revenue re- 
turn from that source. Indeed, the 
nearer the congress could come to 
freeing sugar of all tax would be 
better for the welfare of the com- 
mon people. But this increase of 
the sugar tax from 1.76 on Cuban 
raw to 2.00 means a subsidy tax of 
$4.80 per ton for the benefit of a 
handful of southern cane sugar pro- 
ducers and beet sugar growers in 
some western states—all of whom 
together produce less than 10 per 
cent of the sugar consumed by the 
people every day.

Schact’s Resignation Reflects 
Tense Sentiment in Ger- 
many Against Putting 
Young Reparation 
Plan Into Effect. 


Dr. Hjalmar Schacht’s resignation 
yesterday as president of the Reichs- 
bank at the end of a very stormy 
session of the directorate indicates the 
iintense feeling in Germany against 
putting into effect the Young plan for 
‘collecting reparations. Ki 
This German banker has been the 
‘outstanding leader in German finance 
since 1923, when he became president 
of the Reichsbank. He took the job at 
a time when 133 printing offices 
with 1,783 presses were turning out 
money by the bale—when the bank 
was nose-diving to its lowest. He 
brought order out of chaos. He was 
known as a “man of iron.” 

So Dr. Schacht, now 53, leaves the 
highest paid position in the German 
public life—a salary of $85,000 a year 
plus additional royalties. The total 
of these royalties never has been 
made public 


Realizing the uncertainties of pub- 
lic life, Dr. Schacht had a clause in- 
serted in his contract which provided 
that in the event of his severing rela- 
tions with the Reichsbank for any rea- 
son whatsoever he would be given a 
lump pension of eight years’ salary. 
So he leaves with more than $700,000 
bulging his pockets.

One result is an increasing volume of 
bond issues have been placed for pub- 
lic improvements. 

“Available money for mortgage 
‘purposes of home building and agri- 
culture have lagged behind other 
forms of credit. But -a decrease in 
the mass of policyholders for loans on 
the insurance companies and the ac- 
tion recently taken by the federal 
reserve system should result in in- 
creased supplies of credit, especially 
for residential building, which in turn 
has lagged behind other construction. 

“7, <All the evidences indicate that 
the worst effects of the crash upon 
employment will have been passed 
during the next 60 days with the 
amelioration of seasonal unemploy- 
ment, the gaining strength of other 
forces, and the continued co-operation 
of the many agencies actively co-op- 
erating with the government to re- 
store business and to relieve distress.” 

_No Specific Figures. 

_In a joint statement amplifying the 
findings particularly as to employ- 
ment, Secretaries Lamont and Davis 
refused to-fix specific figures for num- 
bers out of work, but estimated it as 
between one-third and one-half the 
number of unemployed during 1921- 
1922. Forces of recovery, the cab- 
inet members said, were found to be 
steadily gaining’ strength. 

In congress Representative Johnson, 
republican, Nebraska, raised today 
the proposal for starting extensive re- 
lief work in connection with construc- 
ting flood reservoirs for the Missis-

46 Millions Working. 

The statement of Secretaries La- 
mont and Davis, based upon depart- 
mental surveys of the industries and 
upon information furnished by gover- 
nors and from other sources follows: 

“The number of persons engaged in 
gainful occupations in the country is 
probably 45,000,000 or 46,000,000 of 


are employes. There are no detailed 
Statistics as to the unemployed, and 
they can only be approximated. 

The forthcoming census will show 
the first real determination of unem- 
ployment. 

“Upon a basis of a canvass of trades 
employing miore than 17,000,000 peo- 
ple, and applying the same ratio to the 
whole, are arrived at an estimated de- 
crease of perhaps 1,000,000 and cer- 
tainly not more than 1,250,000 in the 
number of persons employed at this 
date, as compared with one year ago. 
To estimate the total unemployed an 
addition to such number must be made 
for the winter seasonal unemployment 
and the number always idle in the 
shift from one employment to another. 
What the total number is cannot be 
estimated, but every. evidence indi- 
cates that the volume is one-third to 
one-half that we suffered in the last 
two previous great disturbancés. 


Building Trades Well Fixed. 


“The normal seasonal unemploy- 
ment in the building trades at this 
time of year is about 30 per cent, 
while returns show actual unemploy- 
ment in this field to be about 40 per 
cent at this time, or an abnormal 
number of about 10 per cent. In ad- 
dition to the building trades, workers 
in agriculture and certain branches of 
many manufactures and transporta- 
tion which are of a seasonal charac- 
ter naturally flock to the cities in 
winter and increase their burden of 
unemployment. For example, a good 
deal of present unemployment: in 
ports on the Great Lakes is due to 
winter closing of lake transportation 
and will soon be relieved. 

“Various surveys show that, . based 
upon all trades, there has been an in- 
crease in employment in the country 
of somewhere from 600,000 to 1,000,- 
000 since the low point at the begin- 
ning of this year. “In factory indus- 
tries as a whole employment has in- 
creased about 8 per cent in this pe- 
riod. The following are among the 
industries which show improvement: 
Automobiles, car building and rail- 
way supplies, iron and steel, agricul- 
tural implements and electrical trades, 
millinery, shipbuilding. The  situa- 
tion in some other trades has been 
either stationary or showing slight de- 
clines, the latter being particularly 
those industries affected by changes in 
the tariff. 


Recovery Forees at Work. 


“The distribution of abnormal em- 
ployment shows that for 36 states the 
amount 18 unimportant, and any pres- 
sure is being cared for by local au- 
thorities. The unemployment fs there- 
fore concentrated in 12 states and is 
concentrated in the large industrial 
centers. 

“The forces of recovery are steadily 
gaining strength: the winter seasonal 
unemployment will soon relax and 
therefore the next 20 to 60 days 
should show much further improve- 
ment. 

“It would assist greatly during this 
period if every business concern and 
évery householder able to do so 
would survey their situation as to re- 
pairs, clean-ups and petterments that 
must be undertaken sooner or later, 
and have them put in hand now with 
a view to relieving the immediate dis- 
tress in their localities. It is, of 
course, of paramount importance that 
the governmental bodies, the railroads, 
public utilities and industries should 
continue their able co-operation to- 
ward recovery by every prudent ex- 
pansion of their construction and bet- 
terment programs.”

When Mr. MacDonald discussed the 
conference situation after the morn- 
ing meeting he appeared tired in body 
but intensely alert and enthusiastic 
regarding the prospects for success of 
disarmament negotiations. Those who 
know him best say there is no danger 
of his health cracking and that he 
will, see the negotiations through but 
will likely need a holiday imme- 
diately thereafter. 

The prime minister took evident 
satisfaction because of reports printed 
here two weeks ago that the confer- 
ence would never be reassembled, and 
that the disarmament negotiations 
would be adjourned until 1935. The 
conference is in full working oriler 
again and, as Mr. MacDonald. said: 
“Thus the prophets of evil, as so 
often is the case in human history, 
have been confounded.” 

Mr. MacDonald added that it 
“wouldn’t be long now” until the 
work was completed and explained 
that this meant about the middle of 
April. He hopes the conference will 
be finished by April 14, when the 
Pritish budget is to be introduced in 


} parliament. 


“He said, too, that all of the Brit- 
ish delegates were tired from the 
strain of parliament in the last fort- 
night but would get new energy from 
the renewed disarmament negotiations. 
He added that the conference work 
would have to be finished in a rea- 
sonably short time and admitted it 
could not be denied that the burden 
of negotiations had made a heavy 
strain on already frayed nerves.

Establishment of rH 


Industries and Home 
Markets Helps» Elimi- 
nate Farm Depression. 


MOULTRIE, Ga., March 7.—() 
Old Man Farm Depression has taken 
a punch on the nose in this south- 
west Georgia county where the bank- 
ers and farmers have joined in a 
benevolent conspiracy that holds just 
about all the aces in the deck. 

They've crossed the old man up 
with a diversificatign program with 
teeth in it—teeth provided by home 
markets which keep the money com- 
ing in all the year round. - 

As a result, says W. C. Vereen, 
guiding hand of the Colauitt .county 
farm program, which is becoming a 
model for the south, the last five years 
have been among the best the coun- 
ty has experienced. His bank—he is 
president of it and a member of the 
Georgia highway commission—had its 
best year in 1929 and loaned a mil- 
lion dollars to Wall Street. 

The program started after the boll 
weevil invaded Georgia in 1913. That 
looked bad for Colquitt county, where 
cotton was the main crop. A small 
group of bankers and businessmen de- 
cided that the county must raise live- 
stock, but there was a catch in that. 
There were no packing plants nearby. 
So they started one. The farmers, 
under stress of the boll weevil men- 
ace, were agreeable and the plant paid 
so well that it was sold at a profit 
in 1917 to a large packing company. 
The capacity is 1,500 hogs an 
cattle a day, drawn from southwest 
Georgia, southeast Alabama and 
northwest Florida. 

Giving the farmers a home market 
had proved successful, but during the 
high-priced *cotton years, 1917, 1918 
and 1919, ‘they neglected their stock 
raising and reverted to a one-crop ten- 
dency. A crop failure in 1923 left 
them in a bad way. 


New Industries Established. 


So the men who came to the rescue 
in 1913 extended the program and 
established new industries that in- 
clude a creamery, an elevator which 
handles grains, hay, velvet beans and 
peanuts, a canning plant, cotton gins, 
cotton mill, mattress factory, overall 
factory, cotton seed oil mill, fertilizer 
plant, peanut shelling plant, three to- 
bacco warehouses, including the two 
largest in Georgia, and markets for 
eggs, poultry, sheep and goats. 

The seven Colquitt county banks 
laid out a program which the farmer 
accepted and the bankers, holding the 
credit purse strings, were in a position 
to insist on. The banks made it plain 
in their advertising that live stock was 
choice collateral and that diversifi- 
cation meant better credit standing. 
Corn, cotton and ton-litter pig contests 
provided a stimulus. 

The program, taking a one-horse 
farm as a basic unit, is: 

Ten acres to corn, peanuts, velvet 
beans and other food crops; one to 
two acres in permanent pastures; five 
to seven acres in cotton; a few acres 
in truck and melons where the farm 
is situated convenient to market. ‘To- 
bacco came in for its share, too. Two 
brood sows and 50 purebred hens were 
recommended for every plow and, 
where conditions warranted, two dairy 
cows, 

The plan worked from the start and 
the industries and farmers both flour- 
ished. Many farmers in a bad way in 
1923 paid off their debts in 1924. 
The program. has been adopted by 
bankers of 28 southwest Georgia coun- 
ties. 

Last year the county, with a popu- 
lation of 30,000, produced farm prod- 
ucts worth seven million dollars. To- 
bacco, little raised in Colquitt several 
years ago, totaled five million pounds. 
Cotton acreage has decreased but’ the 
average yield per acre has increased.

Dissatisfaction With Han- 
dling of Strike Situation 
Expressed. 


ELIZABETHTON, Tenn., March 
7.—(P)—A petition asking the ouster 
of Sheriff J. M. Moreland, of Carter 
county, from office for alleged in- 
competence and inability to enforce 
the law today was filed with Ben 
Allen, attorney-general for the fourth 
Tennessee judicial district. 

Attorney-General Allen said the pe- 
tition, signed by 76 Carter county cit- 
izens, was the direct outgrowth of 
present and previous labor disturb- 
ances. o 

“The petition is the result of the 
signers’ dissatisfaction with Sheriff 
Moreland’s handling of the present 
and previous difficulties growing out 
of Elizabethton’s labor situation,” At- 
torney-General Allen said. 


The petition cites that Sheriff 
Moreland went to Attorney-General 
Allen and told him he was unable to 
cope with the situation and asked that 
a special deputy “be appointed to 
enforce the law.” 

William Fair recently was named 
a specialy deputy and _ placed in 
charge of the labor squad of the 
sheriff's office.

However, it may take several 
days before the suspense is ended or 
it may take several weeks. Colonel 
Ruppert will remain here, he said, un- 
til March 25, while Ruth will con- 
tinue to practice with the team and 
play golf.

‘as followed by sharp declines today 
under a renewal of the recent selling 
movement which appeared to be en- 
couraged by the failure of demand to 
broaden on the advances. | May con- 
tracts broke from 14.82 to 14.29, mak- 
ing a new low record for the season, 
and closed at 14.32, with the genera! 
market closing steady st net declines 
of 31 to 38 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vanee of 3 to 11 points in response 
to relatively steady Liverpool cables, 
and the market sold about 10 to 17 
points net higher during the early 
trading on a continuation of the cov- 
ering movement which had been in 
evidence here yesterday afternoon. 
March sold up to 14.52 and October 
to 15.17 on this demand, but the buy- 
ing tapered off at the advance and 
prices weakened later under a renewal 
of the recent selling movement, which 
was supposed to include considerable 
selling by the south as well as liqui- 
dation by recent buyers or old longs. 

The pressure increased as prices 
worked lower without, encountering 
any aggressive support and the mar- 
ket beenme extremely weak and tun- 
settled in the late trading. All posi- 
tions made new low records for the 
senson with March selling off to 14.05 
and October to 14.60 or 37 to 40 
points net lower. The 
few points up from the best on most 
patos on covering and trade 
yuying.

NEW YORK, March 7.—(#)—The 
bull faction appeared unconcerned to- 
day over the failure of the Federal Re- 
serve bank to announce a lower re- 
discount rate, and succeeded in push- 
ing an assortment of amusement, food 
and manufacturing issues still higher, 
but profit taking appeared in consid- 
erable volume late in the day and sev- 
eral leading issues closed slightly low- 
er. The weighted price index of 90 
leading.shares was unchanged at the 
end of the day, indicating that num- 
erous advances in smaller issues of 
stocks were balanced by the sagging of 
several of the larger issues. 

The ability of the market to ad- 
vance further into new high. ground 
yesterday was regarded by several pro- 
fessional traders as indicating that the 
market is successfully getting out of 
the trading range in which it has en- 
countered such persistent resistance. 
The index of 90 stocks at the _present 
level of 187.3 is the highest since the 
rally which carried to 191.8 at the 
end of October, after the first severe 
crash in which it touched 162.2. The 
large gain in brokers’ loans, however, 
with indications that the public has 
been taking a somewhat larger volume 
of stock at the current high levels, has 
tended to inspire caution on the part 


of traders who see the technical posi- 
tion somewhat weakened. 

Credit continued in abundant sup- 
ply, call money again going to 31-2 
per cent after renewals at 4. The 
coupon rate of 3-1-4 per cent fixed 
by the treasury for its March 15 finan- 
cing, at against 31-8 per cent last 
December, could not be interpreted 
as indicating expectations of further 
cheapening of credit in the immediate 
future. World credit rates seem defi- 
nitely on the decline, however. The 
reichsbank cut its rate from 6 to 
51-2 per cent today. 

Speculators for the rise were not 
aided by the rather meager business 
news coming to hand during the day. 
The weekly. mercantile reviews still 
showed little indication of the spring 
quickening of activity which should 
appear this month. Bradstreet’s char- 
acterized trade as “fair to quiet,” 
against “fair” the previous week. 

Dun’s said “the course of business 
from week to week has not been chang- 
ing in significant or hoped de- 
gree,” adding, however, that @espite 
the commodity price unsettlement and 
other obstacles, “business is manifest- 
ing a measure of resistance that dem- 
onstrates its inherent strength.” 

Trading on the stock market con- 
tinued fairly active, 3,637,764 shares 
being traded. The turnover in the 
amusement issues was particularly 
heavy. Paramount and Radio-Keith 
each sold up about 3 points to new 
peak levels for the recovery, and closed 
about 2 up net. Loew’s jumped 5. 
Warner Bros, sold up 20 points to a 
new top, and Radio Corp. sold close 
to its best level for the year. 

Foreign exchanges eased _ slightly, 
evidently reflecting failure of the New 
York reserve bank to follow the Bank 
of England in cutting its rate. Sterling 
cables ruled at $4.86 1-8, off 3-32.

R. H. Schryber, president, and 
Thomas A. Halpin, vice president, of 
Mason and Dixon Airlines, soon 
open passenger service between De- 
troit and Atlanta, left for Cincinnati 
Friday after a visit here of several 
days.

The “foolproof” airplane has not 
been manufactured as yet and prob- 
ably never will be, but there has been 
progress in insuring safety of flying, 
the Daniel Guggenheim fund commit- 
tee said in New York recently in mak- 
ing public its final report, that on the 
international safe aircraft competi- 
tion. The fund, established four years 
ago by Daniel Guggenheim with a 
gift of $2,500,000, which later was 
increased by other gifts, officially 
went out of existence February 1, 
though there still remained some 
money to be distributed as endow- 
ments among colleges. f this re- 
maining-fund, Georgia Tech received 
$300,000 for the establishment of an 
aeronautical engineering school. 


The safe aircraft competition, in 
which 27 entries were made, ended 
January 1 and on January 6 the Cur- 
tiss Aeroplane and Motor Company 
was presented with a check for 
$100,000 as winner of the first prize 
with its “Tanager,” which recently 
came through Atlanta on its way to 
Miami. 


In summarizing the results of the 
Guggenheim test, the committee, head- 
ed by Orville Wright as chairman, 
said the following revolutionary safe- 
ty devices had been proved practica- 
ble: . 
1.—Automatic leading edge slots. 
These amount practically to an extra 
narrow wing, attached to the forward 
edge of the wing or wings, and giving 
them greater lift. Where the edge slot 
is immovable it proved to be a deter- 
rent to high speed and of unproved 
value at low speed. 

2—Flaps either automatically or 
manually controlled. These are exten- 
sions on the rear edge of the wings, 
which can be lowered to decrease land- 
ing speed or to give lift in rising. 

3.—Floating ailerons. These ap- 
pear to be extensions of the lower wing 
tips but do not contribute to the sup- 
porting areas of the lower wings. They 
differ from all other types of ailerons, 
the report said, “in that they at all 
times assume automatically a position 
parallel to the relative wind set up 
by the motion of the airplane in 
flight.” 

4.—Long stroke oleo landing gear 
with provision for locking in the posi- 
tion assumed under load. This is a 
shock absorber fitted to the usual V 
type construction landing gear, It al- 
lows steeper angle in landing. 

5.—LExtreme range adjustable sta- 
bilizer. This is the tail plane, larger 
and with a greater range than usual, 


-making it easier to control when the 


load in the plane is changed. 

6.—Brakes. Independent brakes on 
each wheel, which aid in ground 
maneuvers,
